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Introduction 


Population estimates 1975, 1976 the second in the 
series on population estimates, gives figures for 
England and Wales. Statistics for earlier years have 
been published in the Registrar General’s Statistical 
Review of England and Wales part II but final figures 
are published in a number of separate booklets (a 
list of recent titles is inside the back cover). Figures 
for Scotland and Northern Ireland are published 
separately by the respective Registrars General. 
Population estimates, including aggregates for 
Great Britain and the United Kingdom, are also 
published in the Monthly Digest of Statistics and the 
Annual Abstract of Statistics issued by the Central 
Statistical Office and Population Trends, the OPCS 
quarterly journal. 


1975 estimates 


The estimates for 1975 in this booklet are revised. 
Later more detailed information on national and 
regional migration as well as local birth and death 
statistics has been used in the calculation of these 
revised estimates; these data were not available for 
use in the preparation of the 1975 provisional 
figures published in 1976. 


1976 estimates 


The estimates for 1976 are provisional and are 
based on information that was available in 
November 1976. At that time information on births 
and deaths at the local level for both the March and 
June quarters of 1976 was not available; figures 
were estimated and controlled to known 
registration figures for the respective quarters. Nor 
were electoral registration data from the 1977 
register available. Final, more up to date information 
on natural increase and migration will be used in the 
preparation of revised estimates to be produced 
later this year. 


Rounding 


With the exception of England and Wales data, 
figures (for each age-group) have been 
independently rounded and may not add to totals.

Commentary 


The estimates show that the home population of 
England and Wales decreased between mid-1975 
and mid-1976 from 49,199 thousand to 49,184 
thousand, a decrease of 15 thousand. The following 
table gives the population estimates at mid-1975 
and mid-1976 with the increase and decrease during 
the year for Greater London, the metropolitan 
counties and the six largest metropolitan districts.

Among the non-metropolitan counties, Hampshire 
is the largest with a population of 1456 thousand in 
1976, an increase of 9 thousand since 1975. There 
was no change in the population of the smallest 
county in England, Isle of Wight, where the number 
remained at 111 thousand. Among the non- 
metropolitan counties which have shown a decline, 
Nottinghamshire with a population of 978 thousand 
in 1976 recorded the largest decrease of 3 thousand. 
The most populated county in Wales was Mid 
Glamorgan with a population of 540 thousand in 
1976 while the least populated, Powys, had a 
population of 102 thousand. Both of these counties 
showed a slight increase in population since 1975. 


Bristol, the largest non-metropolitan district in 
England, decreased by about 1 thousand to 416 
thousand and Teesdale, the smallest, remained 
unchanged with 24 thousand people. In Wales the 
population of the largest district, Cardiff, was 282 
thousand in 1976 and that of the smailest district, 
Radnor, 20 thousand - both little different from that 
estimated for 1975. 


Of the Greater London boroughs, Croydon had the 
largest population of 331 thousand in 1976, an 
increase of 1 thousand compared with 1975. The 
smallest (excluding the City) was Kingston upon 
Thames whose population remained unchanged at 
136 thousand. 


For the major authorities the mid-1975 and mid- 
1976 populations are analysed by eight broad age- 
groups. The table below shows the authorities with 
particularly high or low percentages of their 
population aged either under 15 or 65 and over at 
mid-1976; the figures for England and Wales as a 
whole are given for comparison. .

In London, at mid-1976, the City had the highest 
proportion of people between 15 and 64 years of age 
(76 per cent). While the City of Westminster had the 
lowest proportion of children (11 per cent) and the 
highest proportion of the elderly (17 per cent), 
Havering had the highest proportion of children (23 
per cent) and the lowest proportion of the elderly 
(11 per cent). 


Among the metropolitan districts Knowsley had the 
lowest percentage of people aged 65 and over (9 per 
cent) but had the highest percentage of children (30 
per cent). Calderdale had the highest proportion of 
the elderly (16 per cent), and Newcastle upon Tyne 
had the lowest proportion of children (21 per cent). 


Of the non-metropolitan counties, Bedfordshire 
and Cleveland had the highest proportion of 
children (26 per cent) and the lowest proportion of 
the elderly (11 per cent). On the other hand, East 


Sussex had the lowest percentage of children (18 
per cent) and the highest percentage of the elderly 
(25 per cent). 


In Wales there was little variation in the proportion 
of the population in each of the three age-groups. 
Both Gwent and Mid Glamorgan had_ high 
proportions of children (24 per cent) and low 
proportions of the elderly (13 per cent). Gwynedd 
had the highest proportion of the elderly 
(18 per cent).
